Culture honor Aruba’s 
first cinematographer, 
Anselmo Kock

Aruba’s Minister of Social & 
Economic Affairs and Culture, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar, 
took a moment to honor the pi¬ 
oneer of cinematography on 
Amba, Anselmo “Chemmy” 
Kock, during the awards cere¬ 
mony of the Aruba Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival Caribbean 
Spotlight Series conducted at 
Gold Coast Villas on Monday 
evening, June 13. 

Chemmy, born in 1932, 
began his working career at the 
age of 14, finally taking a job 
at the Lago Refinery in San 
Nicolas. His creativity was no¬ 
ticed by the director of the re¬ 
finery, who suggested he 
pursue a course in photogra¬ 
phy; in 1962 they transferred 
Chemmy to the offices of the 
Esso News, and sent him to the 
U.S. to train to become an “In¬ 
dustrial Photographer.” 

1965, Chemmy traveled to 
Santa Barbara, California to 
study cinematography and ap¬ 
prenticed in Holland with Jan 
Bonker, before opening his 
own studio in San Nicolas. He 
was contracted by the govern¬ 
ment of Amba in 1967 to be¬ 
come their official film 
historian, and a great deal of 
his footage is preserved in the 
National Library Archives on 



Bachstraat in Oranjestad. His 
long career includes being 
honored in 1985 for his his¬ 
toric capture of the final Round 
Table Conference in Holland 
when Amba’s autonomy 
within the Dutch Kingdom- 
status Aparte” from the other 
islands of the Netherlands An¬ 
tilles, was granted. 

Chemmy’s contributions to¬ 
wards capturing Amba’s his¬ 
tory and inspiring young 
filmmakers of today was paid 
tribute by presenting him with 
a portrait of him painted by 
renowned local artist Frank 
Croes.

Sierra Leone: 

three detained over 
murder of journalist 


FREETOWN, Sierra Leone 
(AFP) - Police in Freetown 
said Tuesday they have de¬ 
tained three people as investi¬ 
gations continue into the 
stabbing death of a newspaper 
journalist who reported on an 
inter-communal land dispute. 

The killing of Ibrahim 
Foday on Sunday followed a 
land row involving the rural 
communities of Kossoh Town 
and Grafton in the east of the 
city. 

Witnesses said Foday, 37, 
sustained multiple stab 
wounds on his back and chest 
and died on his way to the hos¬ 
pital. 

Colleagues at the daily Ex¬ 
clusive newspaper said the 
victim had written several ar¬ 
ticles on the land dispute be¬ 
tween the communities, 
apparently earning him the ire 
of one of the rival groups.

New York 
governor calls 
for gay 
marriage vote 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
New York could vote within 
days on a bill making the state 
the sixth in the country to 
allow gay marriage, officials 
said. 

Same-sex nups have pre¬ 
viously failed to pass in New 
York but newly-elected Dem¬ 
ocratic Governor Andrew 
Cuomo is championing the 
measure and yesterday submit¬ 
ted a bill extending full marital 
rights to couples regardless of 
gender. 

Lawmakers break on Mon¬ 
day for a recess, meaning the 
showdown could come as 
early as this week. If the law is 
passed, New York would join 
Connecticut, Iowa, Massachu¬ 
setts, New Hampshire, Ver¬ 
mont and the District of 
Columbia — home to the capi¬ 
tal Washington — in allowing 
the controversial measure. 

Cuomo is assured of support 
in the Democrat-controlled 
lower house but the state Senate 
turned down a similar attempt 
under his predecessor David 
Paterson in 2009.

Theaters were sold out for the 
Caribbean Spotlight Series as 
there was enormous interest 
among local audiences in films 
produced in the region about 
the region. Judges for the com¬ 
petition were producer and di¬ 
rector Emmanual Itier, whose 
film narrated by Sharon Stone, 
“The Invocation,” was 
screened at The Cinemas in 
Paseo Herencia, the hub for all 
AIFF events, on Tuesday after¬ 
noon. Emmanual is French, liv¬ 
ing in L.A. and a film 
correspondent for Rock Maga¬ 
zines and MCM, a French 
MTV network. 

Noel de Sousa is a veteran 
actor and a walking encyclope¬ 
dia on film. He has played in 


dozens of movies, including a 
pivotal role as the family patri¬ 
arch in “Indian Gangster.” He 
is a member of the Academy of 
TV Arts and Sciences, AFTRA 
and the Hollywood Foreign 
Press Association, HFPA, 
which awards the Golden 
Globe awards. Raised in India, 
he has been based in L.A. most 
of his career and is the foreign 
correspondent for the Indian 
Times. 

Rounding out the jury and 
representing the local view¬ 
point was MORNING NEWS 
journalist/photographer Ros¬ 
alie Klein. Ms. Klein was a 
producer/production manager 
in the commercial film industry 
in New York City for a number 


of years before coming to live 
in Aruba in 1980. She has 
chronicled Aruban current 
events and particularly the arts 
since 2003, for a number island 
based English publications. 

The awards dinner was an 
elegant event around the pool 
deck of Gold Coast Villas. 
Aruba’s Minister of Social & 
Economic Affairs and Culture, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar 
presented the awards. 

During the screenings, audi¬ 
ences were requested to vote 
on a scale from 1 to 5, to decide 
the Popular Choice Award. 
This went to Kareem Mortimer 
of the Bahamas for “Children 
of God,” the single dramatic 
narrative film on the roster. Ka¬ 
reem received a check for 


1,500 Aruban florins ($900) 
and a 14k AIFF gold pin spe-

cially created by noted island 
artist Frank Croes. 

The judges expressed, of the 
four remaining films, all docu¬ 
mentaries, they felt were all 
“technically equal in their pro¬ 
duction values; we looked at 
the heart of their topics, for that 
edge in deciding the winners, 
which was quite difficult. We 
asked if the subjects of the 
films engaged us and would 
spark that special feeling in the 
audience that would make 
them care about what happened 
to them even after the screen 
went dark, and if the films de¬ 
livered information we found 
truly enlightening and of im¬ 
port.” 

The winner of the Carib¬ 
bean Spotlight Series was 
“Voices from Mariel,” directed 
by Jim Carleton and written by 
the film’s subject, Jose Garcia, 
who came the U.S. during the 
Mariel Boatlift as a child. After 
30 years he returns to the island 
of his birth, finding his friends 
and family he left behind. The 
film includes several poignant 
recollections of others in that 
group of 125,000 who desper¬ 
ately needed to escape the re¬ 
pression of Castro’s Revo¬ 
lution, and the new lives they 
found in the U.S.

Receiving special mention 
was Sarita Siegel for “Fire 
Bum Babylon,” a compelling 
story of Rastafarians forced to 
live in London after the devas¬ 
tating volcano eruption that 
buried the island of Montserrat 
in ash and made the greater 
portion of it inhabitable for al¬ 
most 10 years. 

Aaron Hose and the judges 
expressed they would to see 
more Aruban entries in next 
year’s AIFF; and encourage all 
aspiring regional filmmakers to 
bring their stories to the screen.

New MacBook Air 'to hit 
market this month' 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Nearly half of the fish eaten 
around the world now comes 
from farms instead of the 
wild, with more foresight 
needed in China and other 
producers to limit the ecolog¬ 
ical impact, a study said on 
Tuesday. 

With rising demand for 
fish and limited scope to step 
up the wild catch, aquacul¬ 
ture — the raising of seafood 
in confined conditions — is 
bound to maintain strong 
growth, said the report re¬ 
leased in Washington and 
Bangkok. 

The WorldFish Center, a 
non-governmental group that 
advocates reducing hunger 
through sustainable fishing, 
and environmental organiza¬ 


tion Conservation Interna¬ 
tional found that 47 percent 
of food fish came from aqua¬ 
culture in 2008. 

The study said that China 
alone accounted for 61 per¬ 
cent of the world's aquaculture 
— a significant part of it carp, 
which is highly demanding in 
resources — and Asia as a 
whole for some 90 percent. 

Aquaculture has long been 
controversial, with some en¬ 
vironmentalists concerned 
about the pollution to coastal 
areas. 

But the study argued that 
aquaculture was not as de¬ 
structive as raising livestock 
such as cattle and pigs, which 
places severe strains on land 
and water use and is a major 
source of climate change. 

A vegetarian diet would be 
the healthiest for the environ¬ 
ment, but the study said it 
was a simple fact that more 
people in the developing 
world were eating meat as 
they moved to cities. 

"I think the likelihood for 
the demand for aquaculture 
products diminishing is very 
unlikely at this point," said 
Sebastian Troeng, vice presi¬ 


dent for marine conservation 
at Conservation International. 

"So what we need to fig¬ 
ure out is, if this growth is 
continuing, how can we 
make sure that it is met in a 
way that doesn't put an undue 
burden on the environment, 
so that best practices are used 
and species groups are cul¬ 
tured that don't have exces¬ 
sive impact," he said. 

The study looked at the 
impact of aquaculture in 
areas including energy use, 
acidification and climate 
change. 

Along with carp, the 
species with the greatest en¬ 
vironmental impact include 
eel, salmon, shrimp and 
prawn as they are carnivo¬ 
rous, meaning that farms 
need fish feed — and more en¬ 
ergy — from the outside. 

On the other end of the 
spectrum, the farming of 
mussels and oysters — along 
with seaweed — has a lesser 
impact. 

The study found wide 
variations between countries, 
giving hope that the sharing 
of best practices could limit 
impact on the environment.

First mother-daughter 
womb transplant 
planned 



STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AFP) - The world’s first 
mother-daughter uterus trans¬ 
plant could take place next 
year in Sweden, the head of an 
international research team in 
the western Swedish city of 
Gothenburg said yesterday. 

"We have reached a stage 
where we have started to plan 
for a human transplant and we 
are investigating 10 pairs, 
most of those are mother and 
daughters," Mats Braenstroem 
told AFP, adding the first of 
such transplants could take 
place "hopefully at the begin¬ 
ning of next year." 

He added that transplanting 
a womb from a woman to her 
daughter would be a world 
first, although a uterus trans¬ 
plant between two unrelated 
women took place in Saudi 


Arabia in 2002. 

His interna¬ 
tional team of 
doctors at the 
Sahlgrenska Uni¬ 
versity Hospital 
has been research¬ 
ing the subject for 
a decade and has 
tested it on ani¬ 
mals, he said, ex¬ 
plaining there 
were no particular 
complications in 
transplanting a womb from 
mother to daughter. 

"There can just be an ad¬ 
vantage because they are more 
similar in their tissues so there 
could be less rejection in that 
situation," he said. 

One of the pairs undergo¬ 
ing the physical and psycho¬ 
logical tests required ahead of 
a possible procedure were 
quoted in Swedish media yes¬ 
terday as saying they were 
grateful to be part of the proj¬ 
ect. 

"I have been given an op¬ 
portunity I did not think was 
possible," a 25-year old 
woman bom without a utems 
told tabloid Expressen. 

The woman could receive a 
utems from her 56-year-old 
mother, who said she no 


longer had any use for the 
organ and that it felt natural to 
do everything she could to 
help her daughter. 

The daughter insisted re¬ 
ceiving the womb she herself 
emerged from was not a cause 
for concern. 

"It's an organ just like any 
other and it has no genetic sig¬ 
nificance. I work as a biology 
teacher and I don't think its 
strange," she told Expressen. 

The world's first uterus 
transplant took place in 2002 
when doctors in Saudi Arabia 
transplanted the womb of a 
46-year-old woman to a 26- 
year-old. 

Although blood clots 
forced the doctors to remove 
the transplanted organ after 14 
weeks, they claimed technical 
success in the procedure. 

Braenstroem said such 
complications would be less 
likely in the Swedish trans¬ 
plants. 

In 2007, scientists planned 
the first utems transplant in the 
United States, but the proce¬ 
dure never went beyond the 
screening stage.

—Have your feet measured each time you buy shoes, since foot 
size can change.

—Avoid shoes with extra-thick soles. 

—Choose lace-up shoes instead of slip-ons.If you have trouble 
tying laces, select footwear with fabric fasteners. 

—If you're a woman who can't find wide enough shoes, try 
men's shoes. 

4. Remove home hazards:From ‘in-the-way’ items to loose 
cords, 

wooden floorboards and carpeting .etc 
.5. Light up your living space: 

Keep your home brightly lit to avoid tripping on objects that 
are hard to see. 

6. Use assistive devices: 

Your doctor might recommend using a cane or walker to keep 
you steady.

Google investing $280 million 
in home solar projects 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Google said Tuesday it is in¬ 
vesting $280 million to help fi¬ 
nance home solar projects in the 
Internet giant's largest effort yet 
to promote clean energy. 

Google said the money will 
go to create a fond that will help 
SolarCity, a company which 
provides solar energy options 
for homeowners and busi¬ 
nesses, to finance more solar in¬ 


stallations across the United 
States. 

"This is our largest clean en¬ 
ergy project investment to date 
and brings our total invested in 
the clean energy sector to more 
than $680 million," said Rick 
Needham, Google's director of 
green business operations. 

"We continue to look for 
other renewable energy invest¬ 
ments that make business sense 


and help develop and deploy 
cleaner sources of energy," he 
wrote in a blog post. 

He said Google had also en¬ 
tered into a partnership with So¬ 
larCity to provide solar power 
to the homes of Google em¬ 
ployees at a discount. 

Google last month an¬ 
nounced a $55 million invest¬ 
ment in a California wind 
energy farm, and in April, the 
Mountain View, California- 
based company announced a 
$100 million investment in a 
wind farm being built in Ore¬ 
gon. 

Google in April also said it 
has invested $168 million to 
help complete the construction 
of one of the world's biggest 
solar power plants in Califor¬ 
nia's Mojave Desert. 


Oil prices rally on US data; 
differential hits record high 



LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil prices rallied on Tuesday 
in nervous trade as the mar¬ 
ket welcomed encouraging 
US economic data and the 
differential between New 
York and Brent crude struck 
a record, analysts said. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
July jumped $1.06 to 
$120.16 in London. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Brent 
hit a record premium of 
$22.79 against the price of 
New York crude. 

The market was earlier rat¬ 
tled by news of spiking Chi¬ 



nese inflation which stoked 
concern that more monetary 
tightening could dent energy 
demand from the Asian pow¬ 
erhouse. 

But sentiment was boosted 
by news that US retail sales 
fell 0.2 percent in May from 
April, much better than fore¬ 
casts for a 0.7-percent drop. 

"US crude prices 
bounced back on the back of 
the slightly better-than-ex- 
pected US economic data, de¬ 
spite concerns that Chinese 
attempts to clamp down on in¬ 
flation will dampen down de¬ 
mand," said CMC Markets 
analyst Michael Hewson. 

"Brent prices, on the other 
hand, continue to remain re¬ 
silient as the spread between 
the two (contracts) continues 


to widen ... as Mid¬ 
dle East turmoil 
continues to under¬ 
pin prices." 

This week, New 
York prices have 
mostly been 

weighed down by 
plentiful crude sup¬ 
plies in the key 
transit port of 
Cushing, Okla¬ 
homa, while Brent oil has 
found solid support from 
mounting supply concerns in 
Libya and Nigeria. 

Earlier on Tuesday, Brent 
hit a record premium of 
$22.79 against the price of 
New York crude, traders said. 

The oil market had also di¬ 
verged on Monday as traders 
balanced expectations of ris¬ 
ing Saudi Arabian output with 
news of a fresh supply outage 
in Nigeria. 

Riyadh, which failed to 
agree an output boost for the 
12-nation Organization of Pe¬ 
troleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) last week, is unilater¬ 
ally boosting production, ac¬ 
cording to analysts. 


Nokia says Apple to 
pay royalties, ending 
patent disputes 


HELSINKI, Finland (AFP) - 
The world's leading mobile 
phone maker Nokia said Tues¬ 
day its competitor Apple had 
agreed to pay royalties for 
using Nokia technology in its 
devices, ending all of their on¬ 
going patent disputes. 

"The financial structure of 
the agreement consists of a 
one-time payment payable by 
Apple and on-going royalties 
to be paid by Apple to Nokia 
for the term of the agreement," 
Nokia said in a statement. 

The Finnish mobile phone 
giant said details of the con¬ 
tract were confidential. 

In a brief statement, Apple 
said "Apple and Nokia have 
agreed to drop all of our cur¬ 
rent lawsuits and enter into a 
license covering some of each 


others' patents, but not the ma¬ 
jority of the innovations that 
make the iPhone unique. 

"We're glad to put this be¬ 
hind us and get back to focus¬ 
ing on our respective 
businesses," Apple said. 

The deal constitutes a mas¬ 
sive victory for Nokia and 
brings to an end years of tit- 
for-tat suits that have seen 
Nokia file 46 complaints 
against Apple, which has hit 
back with numerous counter¬ 
suits against the Finnish com¬ 
pany. 

The Finnish company, 
which has been struggling to 
maintain its position as global 
market leader, also said the 
deal should have "a positive fi¬ 
nancial impact" on its second- 
quarter performance. 


Rising food prices 
changing what we eat: 
Oxfam 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
People across the world are 
changing their eating habits 
because of the rising cost of 
food, according to a survey of 
17 countries carried out by 
Oxfam and released Wednes¬ 
day. 

More than half of those 
questioned, or 53 percent, have 
modified their diet in the last 
two years, with 39 percent of 
those who had changed what 
they eat blaming higher prices. 

In Kenya, 76 percent of re¬ 
spondents said they had 
changed their diet with 79 per¬ 
cent blaming the price of food. 
The second highest percentage 
was in South Africa with 69 
percent. 

But Western countries have 


also been affected with 55 per¬ 
cent of people in the United 
States saying they were no 
longer eating the same foods as 
two years ago, and 31 percent 
of Americans said it was be¬ 
cause of higher prices. 

Overall, cost was by far the 
biggest concern about food, 
with 66 percent citing it as one 
of their main worries. 

The opinion poll was con¬ 
ducted ahead of a meeting of 
agriculture ministers from G20 
countries in France next week 
when the global food price cri¬ 
sis will be discussed. 

Jeremy Hobbs, executive 
director of Oxfam, said: "Our 
diets are changing fast and for 
too many people it is a change 
for the worst.

Scandal in Russia over 
official's plane hold-up 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - A 
pilot for Russia’s flag carrier 
Aeroflot was Tuesday hailed 
as a hero by bloggers for indig¬ 
nantly objecting to a command 
by air traffic control to delay 
his flight to allow a top official 
to board. 

The pilot on the flight last 
week from the Siberian city of 
Irkutsk to Moscow was told he 
could not take off until re¬ 
gional governor Dmitry 
Mezentsev had arrived for the 
flight from an over-running 
meeting. 

The Aeroflot pilot’s indif¬ 
ference to the ranking of the 
official have made the leaked 
tapes of the exchange an Inter¬ 
net sensation in Russia and the 
latest example of the increas¬ 
ing use of the net to expose the 
excesses of the elite. 

”I’d rather vote for him in 
the elections than (President 
Dmitry) Medvedev," wrote 
one user on YouTube, where 
the exchange has now been lis¬ 
tened to almost 350,000 times 
after its posting by prominent 
blogger drugoi. 

"Bravo comrade!" 

Showing a defiance of au¬ 
thority still rare in Russia, the 
pilot bluntly says the governor 
has no right to hold up passen¬ 
gers and even suggests the 
press should be invited to find 
out what is happening. 

Controller: "The top official 
needs to get here and then we 
will allow take-off." 

Pilot: "This not a charter 



"I have already closed the 
doors and I am not going to 
allow anyone else on the 
plane." 

Controller: "We are not 
going to let you take off." 

Pilot: "Please invite the tel¬ 
evision and journalists here to 
find out why a scheduled flight 
is being delayed." 

Eventually, the flight took 
off one hour late with Mezent¬ 
sev on board. 

The Kommersant daily said 
the resonance of the scandal 
risked ending the career of 
Mezentsev, who is already en¬ 
during low popularity and is 
under pressure from ruling 
party United Russia after poor 
local poll results. 

"I apologised to the passen¬ 
gers, I explained the situation," 
Mezentsev said in an interview 
with the pro-government 
Izvestia newspaper Tuesday in 
a clear attempt at damage-li¬ 
mitation.

MOSCOW (AFP) - Dutch 
legend Ruud Gullit was dis¬ 
missed Tuesday as manager 
of struggling Russian side 
Terek Grozny after losing a 
match he had been ordered to 
win by the club president and 
controversial leader of 
Chechnya. 

"Unfortunately, he was un¬ 


able to prove his mettle as a 
trainer. Under his leadership, 
the team played exceptionally 
poorly this season," Chechen 
leader Ramzan said Kadyrov 
after earlier accusing the 
global celebrity of leading a 
playboy's lifestyle. 

A seemingly unfazed Gul¬ 
lit said moments after the 


match ended that he expected 
to get the sack even if he had 
won Tuesday's encounter. 

"I don't think it would 
have mattered it I had won or 
lost," Gullit tol a television 
reporter through a translator. 

The 48-year-old celebrity 
and two time world footballer 
of the year stunned observers 


earlier by accepting an invita¬ 
tion to coach Terek from 
Kadyrov — a hate figure 
among rights groups and a 
man of great power and al¬ 
leged wealth. 

"Gullit has to know he was 
not invited so that he could go 
hiding in nightclubs and dis¬ 
cos, but to work in a football 


club," Terek said in an ex¬ 
traordinary statement posted 
on the Chechen government's 
website. 

It also accused Gullit of 
being disrespectful of Chech¬ 
nya Muslim traditions and 
"crossing the boundaries of 
civil behaviour".
